6. "The Rocky," — published annually in Korean 
in the hope that the Korean students in America 
may share their knowledge and experience with 
the people at home. 

7. Book Purchasing Service — To assist Korean 
students in purchasing books, arrangements have 
been made with leading publishers in America so 
that books can be bought at considerable reduc- 
tion.
